The Year of Jubile was in 1525, under Pope Cle- 
ment VII. Then all Europe ſuffer d themſelves to 
be. horn or fleec'd by the Pardon-Pedlars, the Sellers 
of the Court of Rome's Indulgences, and other 
Trumpery Ware. I ſupernu mary about [or above! 

Thirty Cor rente] This means, that Time is paſt, 
and ſuch Years of Jubilee are needleſs, out of 
Faſhion, and cry'd down after the Year 1530, 
(or, perhaps, the Council of Trent ;) by Reaſon. 
of the Change made by the Reſtoration of Learn- 
Ing, and the Reformers : So that People were no 
longer to be fleec'd by the Sellers of Pardons. 
And indeed, about the Year 1530, King Fran- 
cis I. invited the Learned to come to Paris, and 
having procur'd ſeveral Men well vers'd in vari- 
ous Studies, fix d them in the Univerſity of Paris. 
Bf and Lambinus ſay, that in 1531, he

is, They will ſhell Beans in Cod; which is as if 
he had ſaid, Truth that lay conceal'd, and be- 
fore was known but by a few, will be reveal'd 
to the World; and as much as at firſt it was 
hated, deſpis'd, and fear'd, at its firſt Appear- 
ance, ſo much the ſweeter and more delicious 
will irs Fruit prove, when the World ſhall have 


had a Taſte of it. 


By theſe Beans in Cod we may alſo partly un- 
derſtand our Author's Work. The Beans are the 
Myſtery ; the Cod is the Emblem and outward 
Dreſs; which is good for nothing but to wrap up 

what is within it; neither ought we to feed upon 
it, but ſolely on what it contains. So we might 


fix the Period of Ignorance, and the Beginning 


of the New ra, or Reſtoration of Learning, at 
the Year 1550, at which Time it began to bear 
good Fruit, and this fifth Book was written, tho 
it was not publiſh'd till after our Author's Death, 

rhaps becauſe it ſpoke too plain, This makes 
him Enel the ſpeedy Oblivion of whole Cart- 
loads of Books, that were dull, dark, and miſ- 


chievous, though they ſeem'd florid, flouriſhing, 


and flowry, gay and gawdy as ſo many Papillons, 
[ Butterflies] \ <4 which By Ro to 4 ach the 
Word Papa, as in Papimany, and in the fixthChap- 
ter of the Pautagruelian Prognoſtication, where the 
King of the Papillon, or Butterflies, undoubtedly 
means the Pope. — { 

After all, as that pretended Prophecy is writ- 


ten in the Stile of thoſe of Noſfradamus, it appears 


at firſt as dark and unintelligible as that Aſtrolo · 
ger's rhim d Whimſies; though there is a Mean- 
ing in our Author's, and none in the dreaming 
Stargazer's. I would as little have troubled my-

Defign, and to ſhew the uniformity: of this my 
ſtica Work; which though much admir'd, had 
doubtleſs been much more beneficial, if moſt of .' 
it had been explain'd ſoon after it was written; 

I mean, after the Author's Death; for, as to have 
done that before, would undoubtedly have ha- 
ſten d it, and have expos'd him and his Writings 
to the Flames, he aid not deſire to be under - 
ſtood by every one, and only wrote for the Learn - 
ed, as the Cardinals Du Bellay, and de Chaſtillon,, 
the Biſhop of Maillezais, Andrew Trraquel, his 
Patrons, and ſuch-Men as hated Ignorance, that: 
they might effectually, though underhand, for- 
ward the Downfal of Superſtition, its Offspring. 

Therefore, to blind the Vulgar, he turns off the 
Senſe of the Prephecy, and falls a praiſing Coliner, 

Marot, Saint Gelais, &c. the Greatneſs of whoſe 

Wit, and the Elegancy of whoſe Stile, he extols 

to the Skies, not without ſome little Touch of 
Panegyrical Satire all the while, as appears by 

what he ſays of their Crimſon, Alamode, Rhe- _ 
torical Stile. This he chiefly runs upon to inſi- 
nuate to thoſe whom he fear d, that what he ſaid 
of the Jubilee's Year is only meant of the Im- 
provements made in Learning, and more parti - 
cularly in the French Tongue, So we find him 
| begging of the French Writers, his Contempora-- 
ries, that they would be pleas'd to admit him as 
Puny Rhyparographer, or Riffraff-Scribler of the 
Sect of Pyrrichus; that Painter having that Epi- 

thet beſtow'd on him from puxragos, Sordidus, 1 

cauſe, like ſome of our modern Boor-Painters, 
he only drew mean Figures, as Coblers-Stalls, 
Barbers-Shops, and Aſſes, and yet he hints as if 
he underſtood by it, the Office of Apologue monger 
in France, which Mp had obtain d among 
the beſt Orators and Philoſophers in Greece;

H E Ringing Iſland can mean nothing 
bur the Clergy of the Church of Rome, 
A. whoſe Myſteries are all performed at 
the Sound of large, middle-fized, little, and ve- 
ry little Bells. They are rung at Matins, 
Mas, Noon, Veſpers, Sermons, and the Salu- 
tation to the Virgin every Day, on the Eves or 
Vgils of Holy-Days, at Proceſſions and at Sta- 
tions; and, whenever the Prieſt hits up the Va- 
fer- God, a little Bell is rung, that the People 
map fall down and adore that Piece of Dough 
which, they muſt believe, made Heaven and 
Earth, though twere made that very Morning 
by the Baker, and ſome of the ſame Stamp be 
mown in every. Pariſh, Beſides, when the 
Prieſt carries the Hiaticum, a diminutive Bell al- 
ways tingles before him. Thus Bells are often 
rung wherever there is a Monaſtery, Church, 
Chapel, or Hermitage, to awaken the People's 
De vo ion, ſummon them together, diſmiſs them,

and make them come again. Add to this, That 


whatever is ſaid of the Ringing Hand in the fol- 
lowing Chapters, cannot well be adapted to any 
thing but the Popiſh Eccleſiaſticks; fo thoſe who 
pretended to explain theſe Books, only by print- 
ing at the End of ſome French Editions twenty 


or thirty Names, which (without the leaſt Rea- 


ſon) they call a Key, either never read them, or 
had a Deſign to impoſe on the Reader more than 
our Author; elſe they would never have faid, 


that the Ringine-[/land is England. I own there 


is much Ringing there, and the Engliſh are fa- 
mous for making that a Recreation; but this 


Book was writ during King Edward the Sixth's 


Reign, at which Time the Reformation had pre- 
vailed here; and though our Author mentions 
the Knights of the Garter in the Fifth Chapter, 
while he ſpeaks of the Knight hawks of the 
Ringing Iſland, it does not follow he meant Exg- 
land, ſince he only places the Knights of Malta a- 


mong the Roman Eccleſiaſticks; which was judi- 


cioufly done, becauſe they make a Vow never to 


marry, read the Breviary, and have Livings like 


Abbots, Even that Paſſage proves thar' the 


Ringing-Ifland is not England : fince Aaituus 


makes one of his Ifland's Knight-hawks. look wiſt- 


fully on the Pantagruelian Strangers, to ſee whe- 


ther he might not find among their Company a 
ſtately gawdy Kind of large huge dreadful Birds 


of Prey, ſo untoward, that they could never be 


brought to the Lure, nor to perch on the Glove,

Native Country; and that the Income of the 
Dake of that Country could not afford him to 
eat his Belly full of Beans and Bacon, becauſe his 
Predeceſſors had been more than liberal to the 
Birds of the Ringing Iſland, that they might 
there munch it, twiſt it, cram it, gorge it, craw 
it, riot it, junket it, and tickle it off; ſtuffing 
their Puddings with dainty Food, & . 
The Hermit, whom the Pantagrueliſti met, aſ- 
ſured them they ſhould not be admitted into the 
Ringing Iſland, unleſs they faſted four Days, be- 
cauſe it was then one of the four Faſting, or 
Ember weeks.

By which it appears, that the Cuſtom uſed on Sr; 
Martin's Day in France, on which the Parliaments 
as well as others make merry, ſucceeded to the

Tbe old Greenheaded Biſhawk, ſnoaring with 
his Mate and three jolly bitter Attendants under 
an Arbour, ſo that he could not be waked by 
the buxom Abeskite that ſung by them like any 
Linnet, is Fohn de la Caſa, Archbiſhop of Bene- 
vento, and Legate of the Holy See at Venice.

The Lantern of Roche / on a high Tower, which 
ſtood his Fleet in good Stead, caſting a great 
Light, ſeems to be Geoffroy d Eſtiſſac, Biſhop and 
Lord of Maillezais, one of Rabelais's beſt Patrons, 
and even for that never to be forgotten; he 
would not call him the Lantern of Maillezais, for 
for this had been too plain and improper, be- 
cauſe Maillezas is an Inland Town; but as Rochel 
was thenthe Chief Town in that Dioceſe, inſomuch 
that the Epiſcopal See has been transferr'd to that 
Sea port- Town in 1648. he calls him the Lantern. 
of Rochel, which he places on a high Tower, becauſe 
that Prelate was eminent for his Quality, as well as 
for his Vertue and Learning. We may * 
+ | | | , ſes - 
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ſee by Rabelais's Letters to him, that he was 
neither a Papiſt nor a Bigot; and had thoſe 
which they wrote to each other in Cyphers been 
ever publiſhed, I do not doubt but he would 
have appear'd as much a Friend to the Refor- 
mation, as ſome of the Houſe of Rocheſoucault, 
who were the Heirs of his Family. Thus the 
Lanterns of the Church are the Biſhops, Doc- 
tors of Divinity, Deans, Preachers, and all thoſe 
who can explain the Sacred Writ; at leaſt tis cer- 
tain, they apply thoſe Words of the Goſpel to 
themſelves, Jou are the Light of the World.

| WE weigh'd and ſet fail with a merry wel- 


erly Gale, when about ſeven Leagues 
off [twenty two Miles] ſome Guſts, or Scuds of 
Wind, ſuddenly aroſe, and the Wind veering.

ſay, like an old Woman's Breech, at no Certain-

The Flap of their Cowls hang'd forwards, 
and not backwards, like- thoſe of others; thus 
none could ſee their Noſes, and they laugh'd 
without Fear both at Fortune and the Fortu- 
nate, neither more nor leſs than our Ladies 
laugh at bare-fac'd Trulls, when they have thoſe 
- Mufflers on, which they call Masks, and which 
were formerly much more properly call Charity, 
becauſe they covera Maltitude of Sins. LOT 
The hind Part of their Faces were always un- 
cover'd, as are our Faces, which made them ei- 
ther go with the Belly, or the Arſe foremoſt,

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which they pleas d. When their hind Face went 
forwards, you would have ſworn this had been 
their natural Gait ; as well on Account of their. 
round Shoes, as of the double Codpiece, and 
their Face behind; which was as bare as the Back 
of my Hand, and coarſely dawb'd over with 
two Eyes, and a Mouth, ſuch as you ſee on 
ſome Indian Nuts. Now, if they offer'd to wad- 
dle along with their Bellies forwards, you would.

Their Way of Living was thus: About Owl.

You may ſwear, we did not a little wonder at

At Noon, as ſoon as the Clock ſtruck, they 
uſed to awake. Vou muſt know that their 
Clock-Bell, Church-Bells, and Refectuary-Bells, 
were all made according to the Pontial Device, 
that is, quilted with the fineſt Down, and their 
Clappers of Fox. Tails. | | 
Having then made Shift to get up at Noon, 


they pull'd off their Boots, and thoſe that wanted 
to beak with a Maid, alias piſs, piſs' d; thoſe that 


wanted to ſcumber,-ſcumber'd ; and thoſe. that 
wanted to ſneeze, ſneez d. But all, whether 
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they would or no (poor Gentlemen !) were ob- 
lig'd e tg plentifully to yawn, and this 
was their firſt Breakfaſt. (O rigorous Statute!)

T1 * new Order of Semiquayer Friars, 
we et ſail, and in three Days our Skipper made 
the fineſt and moſt delightful Iſland that. ever 
was ſeen; he call'd it the Iſland of Frizez: for 
all the Ways were of Friss... 
In that Iſland is the Land of Satin, ſo cele- 
brated by our Court- Pages. Its Trees and Her- 
bage never loſe their Leaves or Flowers, and 
are all Damask and flower d Velvet: As for the 
Beaſts and Birds, they are all of Tapeſtry-work. 
There we ſaw many Beaſts, Birds on Trees, of 
the ſame Colour, Bigneſs, and Shape of thoſe in 
our Country, with this Difference, however, that 
theſe hid eat nothing, and never ſung, or 
bit like ours; and we alſo ſaw there many ſorts 
of Creatures which we never had ſeen before.

THEN I had read thoſe Inſcriptions, I 
admir'd the Beauty of the Temple, and 
particularly the Diſpoſition of its Pavement, 
with which no Work that is now, or has been 
under the Cope of Heaven, can juſtly be com- 
par'd; not that of the Temple of Fortune at 
Præneſte in Sylla's Time; or the Pavement of the 
Greeks,call'd (1) Aſarotum, laid by Soſiſtratus in Per- 
gamus. For this here was wholly in Compart-

Notwithſtanding this, he was fo deſpisd by 
the Indians, that they did not think it worth their 
while to ftop his Progreſs, having been certain- 
ly inform'd by their Spies, that his Camp wag 
eſtitute of Warriors, and that he had only 
with him a Crew of drunken Females, a_low- 
builr, old, effeminate, ſottiſh Fellow, continually 
raddled, and as drunk as a Wheel-Barrow, with a 
Pack of young clowniſh Doddipoles, ftark-nak- 
ed, always skipping and frisking up and down, 
with Tails and Horns like thoſe of young Kids. 
For this Reaſon the [ndians had reſolv'd to let 
them go N their Country without the leaſt 
Oppo tion, e 5 Victory over ſuch Ene - 
mies more diſhonourable than glorious. 
In the mean Time, Bachxs march'd on, burn- 
ng every Thing; for, as you know, Fire and

to ſhew that all good Topers never grow old;

you pleaſe ; and had no more Hair on his Chin, 
than there is in the Inſide of my Hand; his 
Forehead was grac'd with pointed Horns, above 
which, he wore: a fine Crown or Garland of 
Vine-Leaves and Grapes, and a Mitre of Crimſon 
Velvet, having alſo gilt Buskins on.

He had not one Man with him, that look'd

I have not receiv'd 
fince , Letter from you that mentions the Re- 
ceipt of the aforeſaid Signatures. I receiv'd on- 
ly one dated from PErmenaud, when my Lady 
dEftiſſac came thither, in which you let me know 
that you had receiv'd two Pacquers from me; one 
from Ferrara, t'other from this City, with the 
Cypher which J writ to you: But, for aught I 
underſtand, you had not yet receiv d the Pacquet 
where the Signatures were inclo d. I can now 
give you an Account, that my Buſineſs has been 
e and diſpatch'd better, and with more 

rtainty than I cou'd have wiſh'd; and I have 
had therein the Aſſiſtance and Advice of worthy 
Men, particularly of the Cardinal Je Genutiis, 
who is Judge of the Palace, and of the Cardinal 
netta, who was Auditor of the Chamber, a 
very knowing Man, and well vers'd in ſuch Mat- 
ters. The a_ was of Opinion that I ſhou'd 
proceed in my Buſineſs per cameram : The above- 
mention'd Cardinals were of a Mind, that it 
ſhou'd be by the Court of Contradicts: Becauſe, 
that in foro contentioſo, it cannot be revocable in 
France, and Dus per contradifforia tranſiguntur tran- 
feunt in rem judicatam ; que autem per Cameram, & 
impugnari poſſum, & in judicium veniunt.
